Edward White, allaa Edward 
Beary. alias Edward Hriddic sawed 
his way to freedrmi from the county 
Jail at Tulsa. Oliiahuma In tSU and 
a reward of |25 is still offered for 
his apprehension. He had been ar- 
rested under the name of Elmer 
Hriddle on u charge of assault. He 
had already served lut> days there 
for Bteaiing cigars from a Frisco 
railroad before he made his escape 
from the county jail. 

He was arrested again under the 
same name at Pittsburg. Penn, July 
1, 1928, charge, suspicious character. 
Investigation there Is still pending, 
according to government records. 

Bariy Pooster alias Damey Fos- 
ter, alias Uaraalai Foster has a 
criminal record which dates back to 
June, 1921 when he was convicted 
of larceny in the Chicago courts, He 
was sent to the atale reformatory 
on June 30, 1921 on an Indetermin 
ale sentence ot 1 to lu years.
